— one full year of actually staying on schedule and staying true to my ideas about what 
this comic should be...and just in case this is your first time, let me tell you a little about 
those ideas. Action Girl Comics is an anthology showcasing female cartoonists. AGC has 
an all-ages sensibility, and is girl-positive and female-friendly — but never anti-boy. The 
idea is to be as inclusive as humanly possible, and to get the ideas and stories by my 
contributors and me out to as many people as we can. | am totally opposed to exclusivity 
— Thate feeling left out of something, and I don’t want anyone else to have to feel that 
way. Also, itis wholly my comic — this is not a Slave Labor anthology that I happen to 
edit. It is acreator-owned book, which happens to contain not just my work, but the work 
of people I wish to include. The material contained in this book is hand-picked by meand 
will always reflect my sensibilities. Hopefully, you will enjoy what I have to offer — so 
please enjoy, no matter who or what you are! 

Another important part of my philosophy is to encourage ACTION. And I mean action 
onevery level. I think it’s incredibly important to take control of your life and act in a way 
that has positive effects — even if it’s something that only affects you directly, it still matters. People shouldn't feel that 
the only kinds of things that make a difference are the big things — political activity, writing for zines, singing ina band, 
or whatever. Anything you do to fight passive consumerism is action of akind! Make things, learn to cook, do something 
you would normally pay someone else to do for you...when you are given an opportunity to give someone feedback (or 
even if you aren't) — take advantage of that and tell people what you think! 

Action is especially important in comics — especially right now. If

And making them aware of what you want is important for everyone 


— not only does it ensure that you get your books, but it hopefully 
ensures that the books stay in business. Be aware of what is coming out and make sure that itis being ordered for you. 
For example, retailers generally place small orders in January. So you can bet that many will order less copies of AGC #6 
than they did of #5. Which means that some of you won't get a copy —and new readers won’ thave a chance. IF you liked 
this, and you want to get future issues, you need to tell your retailer. And this is true of every small press book! Well, I've 
got to get off this subject before my headache comes back....(ow, ow!)

There isahuge amount ofwork donespecifically for girls’ magazinesand comics, usually by women, 
virtually none of which has been translated yet. But now there’s an English-speaking fan club devoted to the genre (which 
is called shoujo manga, ot “girl’s comics”). The first issue of their member's magazine, Shoujo Shuusan, is thick, detailed, 
informative and gorgeous to look at.

Girl-friendly by guys: New issues of perennial girl-friendly favorites Love & Rockets (Fantagraphics) and Nausicad 
(Viz) have come out since last time. And, not that I’m biased, but Evan Dorkin’s the Mask: Hunt for Green October (Dark 
Horse), is centered on a little girl, Emily, who will be kicking some serious villain ass in issue #4, out right about now. Emily 
isa really great girl character, and is really personal to me — maybe ‘cause there's a little of me in her — it’s hard to explain 
what I mean, exactly, but I think if you were ever alittle girl, you'll find a lot of resonance in here, too. 

From the quarter bin: Ihave scored so bigin the old comicsarea, I'm going to have to do this in two partsatleast...first, 
I finally found a copy of the 1977 Marvel anthology The Superhero Women, “by” Stan Lee. I’ve been trying to find this for 
ages— nocollection is complete without it. It reprints several stories starring some of Marvel’s most popular female characters, 
including: Medusa, Invisible Girl, Red Sonja, Ms. Marvel, the Black Widow, the Wasp, and villainess/goddess Hela— and 
it’s absolutely great. And I found the closest thing to it from DC — issue #416 of Adventure Comics (1972), which is 100 
pages of the “World’s Greatest Super-Females”. Twenty-four DC femmes are on the cover (a key is provided), and inside are 
9 stories (mostly from the 1940s) featuring the likes of: the Black Canary; Phantom Lady; Merry, Girl of 1,000 Gimmicks; 
and of course, Supergirl and Wonder Woman. Also essential to the girl-comics collection is Jet Dream and Her Stunt-Girl 
Counterspies (Dell, 1968), which is not exactly good, but amazing nevertheless. Jet leads an all-girl team of pilots and stunt 
women, who hire out in the world of 60s espionage — fortunately they're on our side. There is nothing else like it in the world 
of comics! (However, there’s something very much like it in a certain James Bond film...) I also scored several more issues 
of the New Wonder Woman (DC, 1968-72), leaving me with only four more to go! Now that I'm that close, I’ve been searching 
down all her cross-over appearances, which led me to Adventure Comics #397 (1970) in which Supergitl rips het costume 
during.a fight (huh?) and goes to Diana Prince’s boutique for a new outfit! Needless to say, Diana fixes her up with seriously 
Swingin’ London super-togs! Supergirl, Diana and Morgana (the witch) bond over their clothes, then go fight supernatural 
crime together. I then ended up picking up a nice handful of Adventure Comics issues — the “new Supergitl” doesn’t seem 
to have lasted long, but I found a few more issues anyway; and then started picking up non-mod issues as well, including a 
number of really cool issues involving other girl characters or even girl gangs!! But that'll have to wait until next time...
